Speedy Action 
on Weapons 
Bill Predicted

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate leaders hoped for speedy ap- 
proval today of the administra- 
tion's $13.1-billion appropriation 
bill that would provide more 
weapons and manpower for the 
Viet Nam war. 


No major policy battles — 


similar to those that erupted 
when Congress debated legisla- 
tion authorizing the war funds 
— were expected to break out, 
but some hitches may develop. 


The 
Senate 
is considering 


making some minor amend- 
ments in the bill which woulcji 
require House approval. The 
House passed the measure last 
week by a 389-3 vote. 


The funds would be added to 


defense spending for the current 
fiscal year. Funds for fiscal 
1967, starting July 1, are the 
subject of hearings now going 
on in the House and Senate. 


Besides bolstering the armed 


services, the bill includes $415 
million in economic aid. About 
$275 million of the aid money is 
earmarked for South Viet Nam. 


The money bill is the major 


item on the calendar of both the 
House and Senate this week. 
Most of the Johnson legislative 
program is still in the hands of 
various committees. 


One minor item may touch off 


a hot fight in the House. The bill 
would authorize $750,000 for an 
official residence for the vice 
president and Republicans are 
massing forces against it. With 
rising costs and the threat of 
inflation, they say, the adminis- 
tration should economize.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Nag- 


ging wives a n d harping hus- 
bands have lost perhaps the 
best 
weapon in the calorie- 


counting standoff because now, a 
psychiatrist 
says, 
you can't 


blame a fat man for being fat. 


The old ideas that people get 


fat 
because they're lazy or 


nervous or have bad glands are 
superficial, even if partly lure, 
said Dr. A J. Enelow, professor 
of psychiatry at the University 
of Southern California. 


•People get fat for all those 


reasons, and for a great many 
more," Enelow said at a sym- 
posium on obesity. 


Hf said some other causes are 


emotional and some are even a 
matter ot social class 


Fur example, he said, obesity 


appears to be m o s >, common 


among poorer persons and least 
common among t h e wealthy. 
And, he explained, the reasons 
are found in two words, car- 
bohydrates and fashion. 


The 
poorer 
folks, 
Enelow 


said, consume more starch than 
their more fortunate brethern, 
whose diets show greater vari- 
ety. 


A more important reason, he 


said, is the feeling for fashion. 


"It is probably only a slight 


exaggeration to sa that what 
would seem to be unattractively 
fat in San Marino (a wealthy 
suburo) 
would seem 
only a 


rather pleasant plumpness in 
some other parts of the Los An- 
gelse area," he declared.

Markedly sensitive. 
Victims of easily diminished 


self-esteem. 


Unable to stand much pain, 


physical or emotional. 


Subject to stronger than nor- 


mal craving for love and reas- 
surance.

their families and 
physicians 


who treat them. 


Doctors who use a great 


amount of supportive psycholo- 
gy while treating obese people

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Who said capital- 


ism is not subverting the Communist world? 
Under the influence of the "decadent West" 
even the ideal Marxist-Leninist image of the 
typical woman is undergoing a radical, if 
somewhat agonizing, change.

of a woman was depicted in 
Communist paintings, mag- 
azines and newspapers. She

political thinking." A Red publication said, 
only two years ago, thai "the sex wave was 
invented by vengeful capitalist lo keep the 
population of their countries from discussing 
vital questions," such as Viet Nam and the 
fight against a nuclear war. 


However, new capitalistic winds are blow- 


ing behind the Iron Curtain. Moscow just 
created a beauty institule, employing several 
hundred experts, for the sole purpose of 
making Russian women prettier. 


The Kremlin rulers have also decided that 


the "new" Communist woman, who usually 
works,a long and exhausting day on the job 
and at home, is overburdened 
by child- 


bearing. 


For this reason—and also because Russia, 


like the rest of the world, is facing a food 
shortage due to the population explosion— 
the Soviet leaders have finally abandoned 
their traditional opposition to birth control.

LONDON (AP) -With Brit- 


ain's general election 10 days 
away, bread and butter issues 
are commanding the attention 
of most voters. But the response 
to the barnstorming politicians 
has been generally apathetic. 


The public opinion polls put 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson's 
Labor party far out front. 


The Conservatives, led by Ed- 


ward Heath, say their soundings 
tell a different story. They con- 
tend that in marginal districts— 
the

areas 


where the majority in the next 
House of Commons will be 
decided—Labor's advantage is 
far less marked than the polls 
suggest on a national scale. 


No one has any illusions that 


the outcome will have any great 
impact on the outside world. 
The 54 million Britons have 
come t o accept th athey no 
longre are a major world pow- 
er. 


The welfare state created aft- 


er World War II is here to stay. 
This is pegged to one of the 
most liberal health plans in the 
world, nationalized coal mines, 
road 
transport, airlines and 


electricity. 


Both Wilson's socialistic La- 


bor party, which has ruled since 
October 1964, and the Conserva- 
tives, who were in power for 13 
years before that, go along with 
these programs. 


One change the Torries favor 


is a small fee for medical pre- 
scriptions that are now free. 
And they want to put a stop to 
any further nationalization. 


Wilson for the past 17 months 


operated with a majority of only 
one to three seats in the 630- 
inember House of 
Commons. 


The slim margin forced him to 
go slow on some issues—chiefly 
the nationalization of the steel 
industry.

"The Light Was Green" 


At busy corners all over the 


country stand familiar machines, 
designed lo help aulomalc justice. 
We call them Inifflc signals, and 
they deliver a clear and simple rule 
t>f law: green means go, red means 
stop. 


Unhappily, justice is far too com- 


plicated for total aulomalion. The 
signals do help, but they cannot 
give a final answer. In fact, they are 
sometimes no more than a starting 
point in the process of telling right 
from wrong. 


For example: 
A motorist, sued for knocking 


down a pedestrian, offered this de- 
fense in court: 


"The 
light was green when I 


entered the intersection, so I had 
a right to go through."

But the pedestrian too had started 


across lawfully, on a green light. 
The motorist was held liable for 
relying blindly on the signal, not 
giving the pedestrian a fair chance 
lo complete his crossing. As one 
judge phrased it: 


"A green light is not a command 


to go, but only a limited permis- 
sion." 


In another case a motorist was 


held negligent, again in spite of a 
green light, for colliding with an 
ambulance. Evidence showed that 
the ambulance had its siren on, that 
others heard it plainly, and that the 
motorist's window was down and 
his radio off. 


Nor does a green light, beckon- 


ing in the distance, justify 
bad 


driving in an effort to get there 
before ii changes. 


One motorist, with that in mind, 


crowded close behind the car ahead 
of him. When lhe light changed to 
amber, the front cur was able to 
make a proper slop. But the follow- 
ing motorist could not. Result: a 
bad crash, for which the impatient 
driver was duly held liable. 


Just as green doesn't always 


mean go, neither does red always 
mean stop. For instance, emergency 
vehicles are often given the right 
by local law to go through a red 
light. 


Yet even this special right is not 


clear-cut. Thus it was held negligent 
for an ambulance driver to race 
through a red light at a dangerous 
corner, without sounding his siren, 
when there was no medical need 
for haste. 


The court held that even an am- 


bulance must respect the one bed- 
rock rule that underlies all the rest:

everyone has heard: "Third 
hand high." This is a rule of 
play that goes back to Whist 
and m e a n s that third hand 
should attempt to either win 
a trick or to lorce fourth hand 
to use a high card to win it. 


The columns this week will 


concern play by third hand at 
trick one, but today's will be 
about a conspicuous exception 
to the above rule. The excep- 
tion is when you are able to 
bracket a card in dummy. 


West o p e n s the three of 


spades against South's three 
no-trump contract. The nine 
is played from dummy and in 
this spot East should play the 
ten, not the king. East is not 
making his strongest possi- 
ble effort to win this first 
trick. If South holds the queen 
and West the ace this ten-spot 
play will allow South to win 
the first trick with the queen 
but East will not lose any- 
thing at all. With three to 
the jack in dummy and the 
queen in his own hand South 
would be sure of a spade trick 
eventually. 


If East plays the ten this 


time it makes all the differ- 
ence in the world. Declarer 
will have his choice of shoot- 
ing or hanging. He can play 
his ace or he can duck. Either 
way his opponents will wind 
up with four spade tricks and 
the ace of diamonds, provided, 
of course, that West remem- 
bers to hang on to all his 
spades until he gets to take 
them. 


If East plays the king the 


whole d e f e n s e 
collapses. 


Dummy's jack of spades will 
become a second stopper in 
the suit and instead of going 
down one trick at his game 
contract, South will make it 
with two overtricks.
